An Indiana Family Wiped Out at a 


Chicago Railway Crossing. 
Chicago, Aug. IO.—A mother and 
her four little children were killed and 
a number of other persons seriously 
Injured In a collision last night, be­ 
tween a west bound Baltimore & Ohio 
local passenger train, and a Chicago 
& Erie freight train at the Brighton 
Park railroad crossing at W estern ave­ 
nue and 
W est 
Thirty-ninth 
street. 
The collision followed a frantic effort 
on the part of the crossing flagman to 
change the course of the freight train, 
the crew of which he had given a 
signal that all was clear for them to 
back over the Baltimore & Ohio tracks. 
The passenger train, which was ap­ 
proaching rapidly, was struck by the 
freight cars and two of the coaches 
were overturned. 
One of the freight 
cars crashed through the wood work of 
one of the coaches where the Ave who 
were killed were seated. 
They were 
a family of six, and C. C Schwartz, the 
father, was the only man who escaped 
with his life. 
Although taken from 
the wreck uilronseious and suffering 
from broken bones and bruises, it is 
believed that his injuries will not prove 
fatal. 
The m other and the four chil­ 
dren wore killed instantly. They were 
Mre. C. C. Schwartz, thirty-eight years 
old, of G arrett, Ind.; her three boys, 
ranging 
in age from six to eleven 
years, and her little daughter. 
The police arrested H arry Moore, 
brakeman, and Benjamin F. W aller, 
conductor, of the freight train that 
caused the disaster. 
W aller in his 
statem ent to the police declared that 
the signalm an in an adjoining tower 
was to blame for the accident, as he, 
according to Waller, gave the signal 
for the freight to come ahead, giving 
it the right of way. After it had sta rt­ 
ed he reversed the signal, but it was 
then too late to prevent the collision.

Chicago Strikers 
Unable to 
Enforce 


Repressive Measures. 
Chicago, Aug. IO.—The stockyards 
strike is freer of rioting than at any 
tim e since the struggle with the pack­ 
ers began four weeks ago. The strike 
leaders spend the time in seeing that 
the boycott against the retail markets 
which have been placed under the ban 
of the unions, is being enforced. 
In 
some instances the strikers have been 
successful in cutting off the supply of 
ice, but in many of the places the boy­ 
cott does not work as well as had been 
expected, the retailers being able to 
haul what Ice they required In their 
own wagons. 
The packers claim that fully HO per 
cent of the usual amount of work Is 
being carried on. The receipts of live­ 
stock. while not large, still are almost 
normal compared with corresponding 
days before the strike began. 


London, Aug. IO- The Tabriz (P er­ 
sia) correspondent of the Daily News, 
in a dispatch dated Aug. ti, says: 
“On 
July 13 a band of Armenian revolu­ 
tionists appeartd near Outchkilissa. 
Turkish soldiers and Kurds, finding an 
excuse, attacked and destroyed the 
villages of Outchkilissa, Koomloubou- 
Jak, Gougan, K arabazar and Sayto, 
butchering men and outraging women. 
“Two large Armenian bands march­ 
ing to Sassun to nelp the insurgent 
leader Antranik, attacked the garri­ 
sons at Mossunzory and Goutchagh for 
revenge on July 25. 
At dawn bombs 
were thrown into these places, killing 
many, and severe fighting ensued. 
A 
m ajority of the soldiers were killed and 
the garrisons resem bled graveyards. 
One band forced its way through the 
Kurdish tribes toward Arjess. 
The 
number of soldiers killed amounted to 
several hundred ”

Chicago, Aug. IO.—While there will 
be no general W estern Democratic 
headquarters established in Chicago, 
it Is stated that National Chairman 
Thomas Taggart will be here the lat­ 
ter part of the week for the purpose of 
organizing two of the most im portant 
of the campaign bureau’s headquarters, 
both of which are to be located here. 
They are to be the German and the 
railway bureaus, the special mission 
of which is to reclaim for the Demo­ 
crats the gold vote which went to the 
Republicans four years ago.

at the grave of Nancy Hanks Lincoln, 
and no public provision having been 
made for recognizing its dedication, York city 
Governor Durbin and other state offi­ 
cials Journeyed to Gentryville at pri­ 
vate expense. 
The governor deemed 
it appropriate that a band composed 
of the sons of Indiana soldiers who 
helped to uphold the hands of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln should accompany the 
party, and he contributed out of his 
own pocket one hundred dollars to 
meet the expense of their trip.

Jeffersonville there was a wait be­
